PROTESTANT CLASH 
ON DOCTRINE STIRS 
GERMAN CATHOLICS 


Support Groups Which Oppose 
Pollution of Christian Faith— 
Issue Brings Dismissal

Berlin——German Catholics have 
shown an intense interest in the 
present struggle among their Prot- 
estant brethren. There never could 
be any question but that Catholics 
would rally to the support of those 
Protestant groups who stood for 
the unpolluted doctrines of Chris- 
tianity as handed down in the 
Holy Writ. It was this very issue 
which caused the dismissal of two

We must do it 
now. In every age there were those 
who “broke bread” to the nations;

At the breakup of the Roman 
Empire, when the most stable in- 
stitution the world had known 
crumbled, amid trouble and con- 
fusion of mind resulting from a 
universal political and social up- 
heaval, the Church came forth at 
the critical moment and offered the 
new barbarian peoples and the 
enervated Empire that Sublime 
Message of Truth. Augustine in 
Africa, Ambrose in Italy, Martin of 
Tours in Gaul, steadied the falter- 
ing and brought light to the de- 
spairing. They brought the knowl- 
edge of God; they taught an inde- 
structible set of values; they mend- 
ed broken spirits and opened the 
eyes of men to eternal, spiritual 
realities, 

At the close of the middle period 
of Europe’s history—another social

Great Increase of 
Crime in Spain 


An alarming increase in criminal 
eases is reported in Spain by of- 
ficials of the new Spanish Republic 
in statistics which were released re- 
cently. It was revealed that the 
total number of criminal cases rose 
from 79,473 in 1929, the last year 
of the Dictatorship, to 126,609 in 
1932, the second year of the exist- 
ence of the Republic. 

In 1930, the last year of the 
Spanish Monarchy, 79,749 criminal 
cases were reported, and this num- 
ber increased to 112,266 in 1931, 
the first year of the Republic. 

In this period the crimes against 
property increased from 29,121 in 
1929 to 59,826 in 1932; those 


1929 to 21,807 in 1932; and those 
against public order from 2,924 in 
1929 to 7,134 in 1932. 

There has been a large increase 
in the number of suicides, forgeries, 
and crimes against the Constitu- 
tion. There is also a growing num- 
ber of crimes whose authors have 
gone unpunished. 

These statistics reveal a growing

MOSCOW ORDERS AGITATION 


IN U. S. 


Evidence of an important change 
in the tacties of the third commun- 
ist Internationale as a result of 
agreements achieved by President 
Roosevelt and Maxim Litvinov, 
soviet commissar of foreign affairs, 
is contained in the latest issue of 
the Kommunistiecheski Internation- 
al, according to the Chicago Tri- 
bune. 

This official publication of the 
Kremlin’s organization to promote 
world revolution does not mention 
the mutual promises made by Lit- 
vinov and President Roosevelt con- 
cerning the prohibition of propa- 
ganda, but it categorically orders 
the comintern’s agents in the 
United States immediately to get 
underground and continue their agi- 
tation for class warfare with re- 
doubled vigor. 

Text of Instructions. 


“The American communists must 
organize groups of professional re- 
volutionists,” the Soviet organ says. 
“These men must be highly quali- 
fied agitators and propagandists, 
whose primary occupation is to fur- 
ther the comintern’s subversive 
work in America. They must be 
organized along lines successfully 
utilized by the bolsheviks under the 
ezarist regime and should operate 
with utmost secrecy. 

“Their names should not be con- 
tained on the party pay roll and in 
order better to hide their activities 
they should obtain positions.

this article. The topic is necessar- 
ily as wide as humanity, because 
the Redemption is universal in its 
scope. 

When Christ became our Redeem- 
er, it was on the tree of the cross 
planted in the obscure Roman 
province of Judea. But the 
streams of blood that poured from 
his hands and feet penetrated te 


the uttermost boundaries of the 
world. 


The Hindu prostrated before his 
heathen deities, the Indian plying 
the rivers of North America, the 
savage in the jungles of blackest 
Africa, the Roman patrician mov- 
ing through the rottenness of pa- 
ganism, were not immune from the 
power of the cross. As Christ 
hung suspended on the high road 
of the universe, he saw the human 
race straggling by. Im his heart 
he yearned for its salvation. Some 
turned aside when he called out, “T 
thirst,” and brought to his parched 
lips the waters of their love. Others 
pressed intent on their own selfish 
aims. But Christian blood spilled 
that day on Calvary was sufficient 
to ransom the world ten times over 
—that, in a word, is the picture of 
the redemption. 

Its Mystifying Outlines 

Its broad outlines are mystifying, 
A baby born of.a virgin in the 
squalor of a stable; a quiet un- 
eventful boyhood at Nazareth; e 
glorious ministry of three. years, 
then the frightful dereliction of 
Calvary. The mind staggers at the 
strangeness of the God man spend- 
ing himself so completely for an 
ungrateful world. It becomes clear 
only when we consider the heinous- 
ness of sin and the overflowing ten- 
derness of God. Man was created 
with a brilliant intellect and @ 
forceful will. Physically, morally, 
mentally he was the peer of crea- 
tion. No one was his master except 
God who made him. One thing was 
demanded from this resplendent be- 
ing who was constituted just a bit 
less glorious than the angels. That 
was his obedience to Almighty 
God. 


We know how our first parents 
made shipwreck of the human race, 
The descendants of Adam and Eve, 
fallen from grace, filled with con- 
cupiscence armed with the danger- 
ous weapon of free will, rose up 
against their creator and flounder~ 
ed in the cesspools of sin. There 
arose a seemingly impossible situ- 
ation. An Infinite God offended by 
a finite being and man left to him- 
self, limited as he was, could do 
nothing. Like a drowning man, he 
was sinking helplessly beneath the 
waters of sin. , 

No hand but the Infinite hand of 
God could salvage his fallen nature, 
The great St. Augustine brings out 
clearly his desperate need for the 
God man, Christ Jesus.

A brief 
pause of grateful silence—Now the 
Blood. “May the Blood of our Lord 
Jesus Christ keep my soul unto 
life everlasting. Amen.”—once 
more the sacred prelude is said; 
and once more, making the sign of 
the cross with the Chalice, he con- 
lsumes the Blood—Thanksgiving. 


A slight rustle is heard in the 
congregation. It is the time of the 
people’s communion. See them file 
slowly up to the altar rails to keep 
tryst with their Lord; as hundreds 
of millions of their co-religionists 
have done since He “broke bread” 
at the Last Supper. Here time 
stands still. The age-old solidarity 
of the Catholic Church binds us to 
these Apostles, to “Mary, to the 
pioneer Christians in the Cata- 
combs, to the martyrs in the Ro- 
man arena, dying with Christ in 
their bodies, to a native Mass in 
some African jungle, to a fugitive 
band of worshippers on a hillside 
in penal times, to every Catholic 
living or dead, black, white, yel- 
low or red, of whatever nationality, 
in whatever land, differing from us 
in the every other circumstance but 
this—the common fellowship of the 
Communion rails. This is the real 
stance of true democracy. The 
only password is love, the only con- 
dition, worthiness—The communi- 
cants kneel at the altar rails in si- 
lence. Turning to them, the priest 
holds up a Host above the ciborium 
and calls: “Behold the Lamb of 
God. Domine non sum dignus—.” 
It is repeated acknowledgment of 
the creature’s debasement before 
his Creator. Then, coming down to 
the kneeling band, he gives them 
their Heart’s Desire—And as we 
leave the altar rails, there comes to 
mind that Galilean shore 1900 years 
ago, when the Master gave His own 
guarantee: “He that eateth My 
Body and drinketh My Blood, abid- 
eth in Me, and I in him.” 


At this point, the Sacrifice prop- 
er is at an end. Events happen 
swiftly now. In the relaxed atmos- 
phere that follows Holy Commun- 
ion, one senses that the Mass is 
conscious of its .accomplishment, 
and in order to avoid any dragging 
with consequent loss of solemnity, 
it rallies its forees for a speedy 
conclusion. Hence, the priest now 
takes the ablutions with prompt 
deliberation, the Missal is moved 
back to the Epistle side, and after 
two or more prayers read there in 
thanksgiving, the time for dismis- 
sal comes. You will notice now 
that the altar is as it was at the 
beginning of Mass: the Chalice 
covered, Missal closed, and the cele- 
brant standing in the center. “Dom- 
inus vobiscum” then sounds for the 
last time, and “Ite missa est,” the 
dispersal follows immediately.

Then he 
is awakened and frightened by the 
words of the prophet who threatens 
him with the terrible punishments 
of God. David repents, does pen- 
ance—heroic penance—bears the 
punishment of God without a mur- 
mur, and wrote the “miserere’”— 
Ps. 50, which even today is the 
beautiful prayer of all repentent 
sinners. Such a drama, even tho 
it describes the lowest form of sin- 
fulness, elevates the ideals of the 
audience, 


Is it allowed, therefore, to por- 
tray human nature in its perverted 
state as it is around us? Certainly. 
But be sure that sin is not glorified. 

Dear Readers of O. S. V., you 
can, if you wish, stop indecent 
movies in 6 months! How? By 
writing to the movie house or to 
the Producers each time you see a 
movie in which sin is either gilded 
over without condemnation, or is 
even glorified. Don’t tell the movie 
men how filthy the show was, but 
that it left sin unpunished, and is 
therefore destroying the American 
people. 

Ten thousand letters in 6 months 
would wake up any producer. When 
you see a good movie, call their 
attention to the fact that it showed 
the sinner get his deserts. 

Come, now, soldiers of Christ, 
equipped in Confirmation with the 
armor of warfare, fight this demon 
which is sucking the blood from 
our dear American people.

Finally, during the centuries of 
Renaissance and Protestant Revolt, 
when men threw overboard all that 
was good or holy, a galaxy of great 
Saints arose to light the night of 
ignorance and _ pride. Francis 
Xavier kindled the Faith in the tro- 
pics of the Orient, Ignatius of Lo- 
yola and Peter Canisius stayed the 
tottering order of things in Europe, 
Philip Neri contradicted the luxury 
of Rome itself; and a host of others 
‘demonstrated the Truths of the 
Faith. eS 

Authorities insist, and reason it- 
self makes evident that today again 
a crisis is at hand. Man is re-orien- 
tating himself, taking his bearings 
and preparing for another trial at 
a universal economy of life on oyr 
globe. If the Church is to live up 
to her duty and tradition she must 
produce leaders, spiritual men, fear- 
less in making the great Truths 
come home to men as from the be- 
ginning of the Christian Era she 
has continued to do.

Doctors and internes, carelessly 
endangering the lives of helpless 
mothers and unborn babes that can 
never be baptized, are as guilty as 
Herod ordering his soldiers to de- 
“oe the boy children of Bethle- 

em. 


Next in order to the careless at- 
tendant, is the mother who demands 
an “easy birth” by insisting on the 
use of anaesthetics during labor 
and delivery. Almighty God has 
not yet indicated his intention that 
childbirth should be easy. The

“Tt will multiply thy sorrows, and

spects to that of employed pro- 
fessionals. In fact, the writers of 
the report go even further to sug- 
gest that Chicago’s Catholic chari- 
ties provide a pattern for future 
developments in relief work. 


“In addition to the saving in 
overhead through the use of volun- 
teer workers, the report states 
that the actual monthly relief cost 
for each family is lower in the 
Catholic charities than in any 
other agencies except the Red 
Cross and the Salvation Army. 

“*We were impressed,’ the in- 
vestigators wrote, ‘with the signi- 
ficance of the present (Catholic 
charities) organization, the degree 
to which it has been successful in 
developing its corps of volunteer 
workers and the distinct possibili- 
ties which may well in the future 
provide an interesting pattern of 
organization.’ 

“The study was made by George 
Warren and Lala Jean Elliott, 
representatives of the Family 
Welfare Association of America 
The report of their studies has 
been made public by Mr. Loomis 
at a time when a proposal is being 
made by a special commission of 
the Chicago Church federation 
that Protestant churches also form 
a central relief agency. 

“Tf the Protestant effort suc- 
ceeds in evolving a charity organi- 
zation comparable to that main-| 
tained by the Catholic Church a 
great saving In the expenditure of 
public funds will result It will 
also advance the time when the 
country will be off the dole. 

Frequent Visits Praised 

“The report of the Washington 
experts urges that the community 
at large should be better acquaint- 
ed with the work of the Catholic 
charities. It points with approval 
to ‘the spectacle of 4,000 men vis- 
iting weekly approximately 8,000 
families in which State and private 
funds are maintaining life.’ It 
further argues that this frequent 
visitation is not only a guarantee

“While the religious element is

Why are Catholics forbidden to 
marry in Lent and Advent? 

They are not forbidden to marry 
in Lent or Advent. Marriage may 
be contracted at any time of the 
year. The solemnities of marriage, 
that is, the solemn blessing, the 
playing of the organ, the use of the 
carpet, ete., are all that are forbid- 
den during the seasons of Lent and 
Advent. A bishop may permit the 
nuptial blessing during these sea- 
sons, but he is bound to urge the 
marriage couple to refrain from 
any excessive display during the 
Church’s seasons of penance. 

What is the impediment called 
“Disparity of Worship” which 
makes a marriage invalid? 

The impediment of Disparity of 
Worship is one which exists be- 
tween a Catholic and an unbaptized 
person. Formerly this impediment 
bound all baptized persons, but 
since the new code of Canon Law 
went into effect, May 18, 1918, it 
affects only baptized Catholics and 
unbaptized persons. This impor- 
tant change in the Church’s law

We are not obliged to confess 
venial sins, though it is well to 
confess deliberate venials, particu- 
larly if they are habitual. “Delib- 
erate” is used to distinguish such 
from the frailities to which every 
one is subject, which are a part of 
our human weakness rather than 
indicating a lack of love for God.

If Catholics really want to see 
Christ come into the hearts of man- 
kind large numbers of these have 
a strange method of introduction. 

ake as an example, the silly 

stmas cards that clog the mails 
and mean nothing to the recipient 
but just another stage coach (now 
BU by the fast moving mo- 
tor), or some gangly brownies 
hopping around with as much gaie- 
ty of spirit as if they were tread- 
ing on hot coals and bouncing to 
cool their feet. Then there is the 
poinsettia, lovely and stately though 
it be, and the holly and mistletoe, 
both of which are most effective for 
house decorations and suggest cer- 
tain pleasant memories too, but all 
three of which carry little signifi- 
cance on a card. Just another 
spray, as it were. But worse than 
all the above enumerated are the 
supposedly witty sayings and wise- 
cracks that disgracefully shout that 
Christmas means wine and song, a 
give-and-take (presents, of course, 
commercialized, not the kind that 
_ are offered from the heart and at a 
sacrifice by the giver), and a com- 
ere reversal of the purpose of the 

olyday. 

Once (that is, one particular 
Christmas, though it is our usual 
practice) we sent a real Christmasy 
ecard to our clientele—we were then 
engaged in business—which dis- 

layed Raphael’s Madonna of the 
air. Our supply became prema- 
turely exhausted, we purchased 
some white cards with the Divine 
Infant in His crib and Mary in 
adoration. Now, our clientele was 
all non-Catholic—just why we are 
not sure, but we have a feeling that 
it was partly because they never 
quibbled over fees—and though 
they were a bit bashful about the 
spiritual significance of the card, 

y were pleased. They were rev- 
erent, They said: “Yours was dif- 
ferent.” 

Now, that’s what we want our 
friends not of the Faith to get— 
something different than Pagan 
nothings! 

It is good taste, or at least we 
wish to tell you, we hope you will 
forgive the personal illustration. 
Not for one second do we flatter 
ourselves we are better, or half as 
good for that matter, than many of 
our Catholics who send meaningless 
Christmas cards. The secret lies 
fn the lessons learned. We were 
taught early and long—-from baby- 
hood until the end of college days 
—that Christmas was the season 
of holy memories, of peace and 
good will, of reunions, of forgive- 
ness, mercy, and love. True, we 
hung our stocking and we welcom- 
ed Santa Claus—-every child should, 
the opinions of some psychologists 
to the contrary not changing our 
thought in this regard—and we 
made merry in games; later we par- 
ticipated in social merriments and 
festivities, and now continue to do 
so, when and if we can find the 
time. But we were taught and we 
accepted, we believe and still ac- 
eept, the fact that Christmas was 
first of all holy and to be observed 
religiously; secondly, that it was 
a happy season and that it was 

ood to be with and enjoy the fam- 
fi and friends. This was a part 
of (and still is) Catholic education 
and Catholic family life. 


Christmas cards should express 
Catholic thoughts in these un-Cath- 
elic times.

Granted they are weak, but not 
admitted they are always wilful. 
Rather, is it not in order to con- 
clude they are intoxicated with love, 
that they are blinded by their will 
to please, that they are weak be- 
cause, being women, they are af- 
fectionate and their hearts are 
longing for a good husband, for a 
home, and for children? 

Foolish? Yes, for the girl who 
permits her fiance to tell her it is 
all right because they are engaged, 
is putting a noose around her neck. 
She is guilty of the self-hanging 
of her love. 

The destruction is not alone to 
her prospects for a happy marriage, 
with no remorse intruding, no feel- 
ing of mutual defilement, no shame 
for one’s own ‘weakness and for the 
letting down of the partner. The 
devastation extends to the soul. It 
becomes an issue between the in- 
dividual and God. The issue erects 
a barrier—a coldness ensues—an 
indisposition to pious practices for- 
merly held sweet—a mortal sin has 
entered to blight human affection 
and to steal the grace of God from 
the souls of both the man and the 
woman. 

Now, that is a pity as to time, 
even without mention of eternity. 
For we are told love can never be 
the same after sin has warped its 
lily stem and cast an ugly shadow 
on its fragrant flower. True, there 
may be mutual forgiveness, mutual 
forbearance, and mutual restoration 
in trust through the grace of God. 
Marriage may follow. Both souls 
may be saved through sorrow and: 
good living. And this does happen, 
fortunately, for some who have 
failed. But not always. 

Girls, don’t believe htm when he 
says everything goes; it is all right, 
we are engaged. The Catholic 
Church does not allow any more 
liberties to the engaged couple than 
it does to men and women who are 
not so promised; that is to say, 
these things are never lawful ex- 
cept in marriage, where natural 
love becomes sacrosanct through 
holy matrimony, which God raised 
to the dignity of a Sacrament.

(How many of these questions can 
fou answer?

Why is it a sin for you to miss 
Mass on Sundays and Holy Days? 


How should good little children 
behave during Holy Mass? 

Why can’t you talk or play or 
Jook around in church during Holy 
Mass? 

What prayers are best for a Iit- 
tle child to say during Holy Mass? 


How nice it is to see little chil- 
dren behave in church. Everybody 
around them speaks of it. They 
cannot help seeing such good chil- 
dren. They are so quiet, and sit 
in their places like little men and 
women. Such children watch the 
priest at the altar, and the altar 
boys, then after Mass they ask 
their parents all about what was 
going on. Each Sunday they see 
something new to ask about. They 
have their rosary beads in their 
hands, even though they may not 
be able to keep their little minds 
on every Hail Mary they say. Some 
little children also look at the holy 
pictures in their prayerbooks, and 
this is a big help for them. 

How about little ones who do not 
behave? They are sliding or run- 
ning from one end of the seat to 
the other; they are knocking their 
rosary beads against the seats; 
they are pulling at mother’s coat, 
or daddy’s hat and sometimes 
bother the people in front of them. 
They are often looking around, and 
even making funny faces at other 
people. 

We all know it is rather hard for 
‘little tots to remain quiet so long, 
but it can be done, with early 
training. We should all try not to 
smile at the things that seem cute. 
This encourages the child to be a 
real disturber in church, and un- 
does all the good coaching and in- 
structions of mothers and fathers. 

To keep silent so long is difficult 
enough for a small child, because 
the child does not grasp the sacred- 
ness of the Holy Mass. We should 
not encourage little tots by notic- 
ing their conduct.

POPE INNOCENT XI 
A. D. 1676-1689. 

‘Pope Innocent XI occupied the 
See of St. Peter from 1676 to 1689. 
Under his pontificate the following 
events of interest to the Holy Name 
Society should be recorded: 

Pope Innocent XI made the Holy 
Name Society an object of his 
special solicitude, and regulated its 
organization. He enriched the Por- 
tuguese and Spanish Confraterni- 
ties with rich indulgences and plac- 
ed them under the Dominican Gen-. 
eral in Rome. | 

Under the pontificate of Innocent 
XI, the famous artist Giovani Bat- 
tista Gaulli, also called I) Baciccia, 
completed (A. D. 1683) his famous 
ook 3 it iat go of the Holy 

ame,” in the Jesuit Church of the 
Gesu in Rome, where repose the 
relics of St. Ignatius of Loyola. 
This great painting covers the en- 
tire ceiling of the church and is a 
worthy memorial to the great saint 
whose love for the Holy Name was 
so immeasurably great so that he 
ealled his society the Company of 
Jesus and adopted as its emblem the 
monogram I-H-S, which St. Ber- 
nardine of Siena had popularized a 
century before. The painting is 
one of the greatest Holy Name 
Paintings in the world, and before 
its unveiling in 1683 it had received 
the unanimous endorsement of eight 
Cardinals and celebrated artists of 
that time. 

Under the pontificate of Innocent 
XI the Turks made inroads on Aus- 
tria with the determination to an- 
nihilate the Catholic religion, and 
laid siege to Vienna. Pope Inno- 
cent united in a solemn treaty the 
Emperor Leopold and John Sobies- 
ki, King of Poland, who opposed 
the Turkish invaders, and ordered 

ecial prayers for the success of 
their arms. The historian, P. Can- 
dido Marcotte, tells us that while 
the battle was raging Fr. Marcus 
of Aviano, a Capuchin, repeated the 
role played by that great Holy 

Name Apostle, St. John Capistran, 
at the battle of Belgrade in 1456— 
whose battle cry was “Jesus Vic- 
tory,” with the result that a decis- 
fve victory was gained over the 
Turks on September 12, 1683—so 
that the Elector of Saxony, who had 
6,000 men under his command, call- 
ed the victory “a great miracle 
achieved through the devotion to 
the Most Holy Name of Jesus.” 

‘The same Friar, Marcus of 
Aviano, sent some pictures of the 
Holy Name to Empress Eleanora, 
probably before the battle, which 
‘the Empress acknowledged, writ- 
ing the Friar as follows: “I have 
had the Name of Jesus framed for 
His Majesty, for our children, and 
for myself. I am confident that 
through this Most Holy Name your 
reverence will obtain for us from 
the Most High whatever is conduc- 
ftve to the welfare of our souls.” 

When the Turkish leader Mus- 
tafa laid siege to Vienna, Innocent 
XI had the image of the Holy Name 
Apostle St. John Capistran exposed 
for public veneration in the Fran- 
ciscan Church of Ara Coeli in Rome, 
and granted a plenary indulgence 
to all who would visit the Church 
and pray there to the Saint for the 
safety of Christendom, because it 
was this Holy Name champion who 
had won such a glorious victory

Biography of Innocent XI. | 


Pope Innocent XI was born_at 
Como, Italy, May 16, 1611. His 
family name was Benedetto Odes- 
He received his education 
at the Jesuit College at Como and 
studied jurisprudence at Rome and 
Naples. He was created Cardinal 
by Innocent X, who called him 
“Father of the Poor,” because of 
his great charity to the poor in 
Rome. He was beloved as Cardinal 
by all on account of his deep piety, 
charity, and unselfish devotion to 
duty. 

He succeeded Clement X as Pope 
on September 21, 1676. His whole 
pontificate is marked with one con- 
tinuous struggle with the absolut- 
ism of King Louis XIV of France, 
who was hostile to him. In 1683 
Pope Innocent XI exhorted the Ger- 
man Estates and King John So- 
bieski, of Poland, to hasten to the 
relief of Vienna which was being 


Siege was raised Innocent again 
spared no efforts to induce the 
Christian princes to lend a helping 
hand for the expulsion of the Turks 
from Hungary. He contributed 
millions of scudi to the war fund 
raised in Austria and Hungary to 
fight the Turk, and had the satis- 
faction of seeing the victory over 
the Turk through the power of the 
Holy Name. 

Under his pontificate the Church 
of S. Andrea al Querinale was built, 
and the famous painting of the 
“Triumph of the Holy Name”, 
which covers the entire ceiling of 
the Church of the Gesu, was com- 
pleted by the celebrated artist Il 
Baciccia. 

Innocent XI was a foe to immod- 
est dress, and passed a strict or- 
dinance concerning the modesty of 
dress among Roman ladies. He 
also passed ordinances against 
gambling houses in Rome. By a 
decree of February 12, 1679, he 
encouraged frequent, even daily,

He died in Rome August 12, 1689, 
surrounded by the Generals of the 
Dominican, Carmelite, and Jesuit 
Orders. His remains were buried 
in, St. Peter’s. 


HOLY NAME COMMENT 


The power of the Holy Name 
manifested itself so strikingly dur- 
ing the pontificate of Innocent XI 
so that the faithful everywhere 
gave encouragement to the Holy 
Name movement. Especially note- 
worthy was the unveiling of the 
immense fresco of the “Triumph 
of the Holy Name” in the church 
of the Jesuits, which the writer 
viewed with awe and reverence on 
his visit to the Church of the Gesu 
in Rome. This fresco forms, as it 
were, a canopy over the tomb of 
St. Ignatius of Loyola, one of the 
most illustrious members of our 
great society. 

The prophecy of St. Malachy 
calls Innocent XI “Bellua Insatia- 
bilis’”—“‘Insatiable Beast”. (In the 
coat of arms of Innocent XI we 


find depicted a lion and an eagle.)
